the Abettors of that Debauchery by 
which Poverty and Difeafe thall be in- 
tailed upon them, contemned in the 
prefent as the Flatterers of thofe Ap- 
petites which we ought to regulate, 


B and infulted by that Populace. whom 


we dare not oppofe. 

Had none of our Predeceflors en- 
deavoured the Reformation of the Peo- 
ple, had they contented themfelves 
always to leave the Nation as they 
found it, there had been long ago ap 


licenfed Debauchery for the Ruin of C End of all the Order and Security of 


Millions yet untainted. 

To leave the Nation in its prefent 
State, which is allowed on all Hands 
to bea State of Corruption, feems to 
be the utmoft Ambition of one of the 
noble Lords who have pleaded with 
the greateft Warmth for this Bill; for 
he concluded, with an Air of Triumph, 
by a‘king, how we can be cenfured for 
only fuftering the a ion to continue 
in its former State ? 

We may be, in my Opinion, my 


Society ; for the natural Depravity of 
human Nature has always a’ lendency 
from lefs to greater Evil, and thefame 
Caufes which had made us thus wicked, 

will, if not obviated, make us worfe. 
Since the noble Lord thinks it not 
neceflary to attempt the Reformation 
of the People, he might have fpared 
the elaborate Calculation, by which he 
has proved, that a large Sum will be 
gained by the Gevernment, though one 
third Part of the Confumption be pre- 
vented ;

vented ; for it is of very little Impor- 
tance to difcufs the Confequences of 
an Event which will never happen. 
He fhould firft have proved, that a 
third Part of the Confumption will in 
Reality be prevented, and then he 
might very properly have confoled the 
Miniftry by fhewing how much they 
would gain from the Refidue. 

That this Bill, as it now ftands, will 
produce a large Revenue to the Go- 
vernment, but no Reformation in the 
People, is afferted by thofe that op- 
pofe and undoubtedly believed by thofe 
that defend it; but as this is not the 
Purpofe which I am moft defirous of 
promoting,, I cannot but think it my 
Duty to agree to the Propofal of the 
noble Lord, that by poltponing the 
Confideration of the Bill, more exaét 
Information may be obtained by us, 
and the Clinabs may be alarmed at the 
Danger into which the Nation has been 
brought by their Precipitation.

§ the noble Lord who has juft 

{poken appears to have mifappre- 
hended fome of my Affertions, I think 
it necefiary to rife again, that I may 
explain with fufficient Clearnefs what 
perhaps I before expreffed obfcurely, 
amidft the Number of different Con. 
fiderations that crouded my Imagina- 
tion. 

With Regard to the Diminution that 
might be expected from this Law, I 
did not abfolutely affert, at leaft, I did

what many Lords appeared to doubt, 
that the Confumption might poflibly 
be diminithed, and yet the Revenue 
encreafed. 

Upon this Suppofition which muft 
be allowed to be reafonable, beth the 
Purpofes of the Bill will be anfwered, 
and the publick Supplies will be raifed 
by the Suppreflion of Vice. 
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The Diminution of the Confumpti- 
on may be gteater or lefs than I have 
fuppofed. If it be greater, the Re- 


venue will be, indeed, lefs augmented, 


A but the Purpofes which, in the Opini-

on of the noble Lords who oppofe the 
Bill, are more to be regarded, will be 
better promoted, and all their Argu- 
ments againft it will be, at leaft, de- 
feated ; nor will the Miniftry, I hope, 
regret the Failure of a Tax which is 
deficient only by the Sobriety of the 
Nation. 

If the Diminution be lefs than I 
have fuppofed, yet, if there be any 
Diminution, it cannot be faid, that 
the Bill has been wholly without Ef- 
feé&t, or that the Miniftry have not 
proceeded, either with more Judg- 
ment or better Fortune than their Pre- 
deceflors, or that they have not, at 
leaft, taken Advantage of the Errors 
that have been committed. It muft 


D be owned, that they have either re- 


F 


formed the Nation, or, at leaft, point- 
ed out the Way by which the Refor- 
mation that has been {fo long defired, 
may be effected. 

That this Tax will in fome Degree 
hinder Drunkennefs, it is reafonable 
to expect, becaufe it can only be hin- 
dered by taxing the Liquors which 
are wed in Excefs; but there yet re- 
main, concerning the Weight of the 
Tax that ought to be laid upon them, 
Doubts which nothing but Experience 
can, I believe, remove. 

By Experience, my Lords, we have 
been already taught, that Taxes may 
be fo heavy as to be without Effect, 
that Reftraint may be fo violent as to 
produce Impatience ; and therefore it 
is proper in the next Efiay te proceed 
by flow Degrees, and gentle Methods, 
and produce that Effect impercepti- 
bly which we find ourfelves unable to 
accomplifh at once. 

I cannot therefore think, that the 
Duty of 3S. a Gallon can be impofed 
without defeating our own Defign, 
and compelling the People to find out 
fome Method of eluding the Law like 
that which was prattifed after the Ad, 


by 
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by which in the fecond Year of the 
prefent Emperor 5S. were impofed 
upon every Gallon of compound Wa- 
ters, after which it is well known, that 
the Diftillers fold a fimple Spirit under 
the contemptuous Title of /enatorial 
Brandy, and the Law being univerial- 
ly evaded was foon after repealed as 
ufelefs, 

Such, my Lords, or worfe will be 
the Confequence of the Tax which the 
noble Lord has propofed, for if it can- 
not be evaded, Spirits will be brought 
from Nations that have been wifer 
than to burthen their own Commodi- 
ties with fuch infupportable Impoft, 
and theEmpire will foon be impoverifh- 
ed by the Exportation of its Money. 


The Hurgo Heryef anfwered in Sub- 
fiance as follows. 


My Lorps, 

Am very far from thinking the Ar- 

guments of the noble Lord fuch as 
can influence Mea defirous to promote 
the real and durable Happinefs of their 
Country ; for he is folicitous only a- 
bout the Profperity of the Li/liputian 
Manufactures, and the Prefervation of 


the Lilliputian Trade, but has fhown © 


vety little Regard to Li/liputian V irtue. 

That Part of his Argument is there- 
fore not neceflary to be anfwered, if 
the Suggettion upon which it is found- 
ed were true, fince it will be fufficient 
to compare the Advantage of the two 
Schemes. And with Regard to his 
Infinuation, that fenatorial Brandy 
may be revived by a high Duty, I be- 
lieve, firft, that no fuch Evafion can 
be contrived, and in the next Place 
am confident, that it may be defeated 
by burthening the new invented Li- 
quor, whatever it be, if it be equally 
pernicious, with an equal Tax. The 
Path of our Duty, my Lords, is plain 
and eafy, and only reprefented diffi- 
cult by thofe who are inclined to de- 
viate from it.

may invent new Kinds of fenatorial

What would be the Confequence of 
the Duty of 35. a Gallon propofed by 
the noble Lord it is eafy to judge. 
What, my Lords, can be expected 
from it, but that it will either oblige or 
encourage the Venders of Spirits to pro-

no longer buy for reafonable Prices at 
home? and that thofe Drunkards who 
cannot or will not fuddenly change 
their Cuftoms will purchafe from a- 
broad the Pleafures which we with- 
hold from them, and the Wealth of 
the Nation be daily diminifhed, but 
the Virtue little encreafed? 

Thus, my Lords, fhall we at once 
deftroy our own Manufacture and pro- 
mote that of our Neighbours. ‘hus 
fhall we enrich other Governments by 
diftrefing our own, and, inftead of 
encreafing Sobriety, only encourage a 
more expenfive and pernicious Kind 
of Debauchery. 

In the Bill now under our Confide- 
ration, a middle Way is propofed by 
which Reformation may be introduced 
by thofe Gradations which have al- 
ways been found neceflary when invc- 
terate Vices are to be encountered. In 
this Bill every neceffary Confideration 
appearsto have been regarded, the 
Health of the People will be preferved, 


H and their Virtue recovered, without 


dettroying their Trade or ftarving their 
Manufacturers. 

The Efficacy of this Bill feems, in- 

y, deed , 
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deed, to be allowed by fome of the 
Lords who oppofe it, fince their chief 
Objection has arifen from theirDoubts, 
whether it can be executed. If a Law 
be ufelefs in itfelf it is of no Impor- A 
tance, whether it is executed or not, 
and, therefore,” I think it may fafe- 
ly be inferred, that they who are fo- 
licitous how it may be inforced, are 
convinced of its Ufefulnefs. 

If this, my Lords, be the chief Ob- 

jection now remaining, a littleConfide- 
ration will eafily remove it; for it is 
vell known, that the only Obftruction 
of the former Law was the Danger of 
Information ; but this Law, my Lords, 
is fo contrived, that it- will promote 
the Execution of itfelf, for by 
Licences at fo lew a Price, their Num- 
ber will be multiplied, and every Man 
who has taken a Licence will think 
himfelf juftified in. informing againit 
him that fhall retail Spirits without a 
legal Right. 
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“If, therefore, there fhould be, asaD 


noble Lord has very reafonably fup- 
pofed, fifty Thoufand licenced Ven- 
ders of thefe Liquors, there. will like- 
wife be fifty Thoufand Informers a- 


eam unlawful Traders, and as the 


Liquots may then always be had un- 


der Sanétion of the Law, the Poepu- 
lace will not intereft themfelves in that 
Procefs which can have no Tendency 
to obfirné their Pleafure. 

Thus, A ene fhall we by agree- 
ing to this Bill, sake a Law that will 
be at ence ufeful to the Government 
and beneficial to the People, which 
will be at once powerful in its Ef eds, 
and eafy in its Execution, and there- 
fore, inftead of attendin; g any more to 
the wild ard impractica ble Schemes of

ftrainis, I hope we fhali unanimouily 
approve this Methed, from which fo 
much may be hoped, while nothing is 
hazarded.

lefiening the Quantity which is diftill- 
ed, which is to reftrain Drunkards from 
drinking, by fetting their favourite 
Liquor always before their Eyes, to 
conquer Fi {abits by continuing them, 
and corre&t Vice by indulging itaccord- 
ing to the loweft Reckoning, for at 
leaft another Year; yet, my Lords, 
fuch is my Obftinacy, or fuch my Ig- 
norance, that I cannot yet comply 
with his Propofal, nor can prevail with 
myfelf either to concur with Meafures 
fo apparently oppofite to the Intereft 
of the Publick, or to hear them vindi- 
cated, without declaring how little I 
approve them. 

During the Courfe of this long De- 
bate, I have endeavoured to recapitu- 
late and digeft the Arguments which 
have been advanced, and have confi- 
deredthem both es and conjoined; 
but find myfelf at the fame Diftance 
from Conviction as when I entered the 
Houfe, nor do I imagine, that they 
can much affect any Man who does 
not voluntarily affift them by ftrong 
Prejudice, 

In Vindication, of this Bill, my 
Lords, we have been told, that the 
prefent Law is ineficétual; that our 
Manufa€ture is not to be deftroyed; or 
not this Year; that the Security offer- 
ed by the prefent Bill has induced great 
Numbers to fub{cribe to the new I fund; 
that it has been approved. by the Cli- 
nabs; and that, if it be found inefiec- 
tual,it may be amended a anotherSeffion. 

All'thefe Arguments, my Lords, I 
fhall endeavour to examine, becaufe I 
am always defirous of gratifying thofe 
great Men to whom the Adminiitrati- 


on of Affairs is entrufted, and haveal- 


ways very cautioufly aveide ad the.Q- 
dium of Difaffetion “which they will 
undoubtedly throw, in Imitation of 
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their Predeceffors, uponall thofe whofe 
wayward Confciences fhall oblige them 
to hinder the Execution of théir 
Schemes. 

With a very ftrong Defire,therefore, 
though with no great Mlopes‘of finding 
them in the Right, I venture to begin 
my Enquiry, and engage in the Exa- 
mination of their firft Affertion, that 
the prefent Law againft the, Abufe of 
ftrong: Liquors is without Effect. 

I hope, my Lords, it porténds well 
to my Brigit, that the firft Pofition 
which I have to examine is true, nor 
can I forbear to congratulate your 
Lordhhips upon having heard from the 
new Miniftry one Affertion not to be 
contradicted. 

It is evident, my Lords, from daily 
Obfervation, and demonftrable from 
the Papérs upon the Table, that every 
Year, fince. the Enation of the lait 
Law, that Vice has ercreafed which it 
was intended to reprefs, and that no 
Time has been fo favourable to the 
Retailers of Spirits as that which has 
paffed fince they. were prohibited. 

It may therefore be expetted, my 
Lords,. that having agreed with the

Minifters in their fundamental Propo- - 


fition, I thall concur with them in the 
Confequence which they draw from it, 
and having allowed, that the prefent 
Lay is inefrectual, fhould admit that 
another. is neceflary. 

But, my Lords, in order to difcover 
whether this Confequence be neceflary, 
iz muft firft be enquired why the prefent 
Law is of no Force? For, my Lords, 
it will be found, upon Reflexion, that 
there are certain Degrees of Corrupti- 
on that may hinder the Effects of the 
bet Laws. The Magiftrates may be 
vicious and forbear to enforce that 
Law, by: which themfelves are con- 
demned, they may be indolent, and 
inclined rather to connive at Wicked- 
nefs by which they are not injared 
themfelves, than to reprefs it by a la- 
borious Exertion of their Authority, or 
they may be timorous, and, inftead of 
awing the Vicious, may be awed by 
them, :

In any of thefe Cafes, my Lords» 
the Law is not to be condetiined ; for 
its Inefficacy, fince it only fails by the 
Defe& of thofe who are to direét its 
Operations, ‘the beft and moft impor- 
tant Laws will contribute very little to 
the Security or Happinets of a People, 
if no Judges of Integrity and Spirit 
can be found amongft them. Even the 
moft beneficial and ufeful Bill that Mi- 
nifters can poflibly imagine; a Bill for 
laying on our Eftates a Tax of the 
fifth Part of their yearly Value, would 
be wholly, without Effet, if Collec- 
tors could not be obtained. 

I am therefore, my Lords,. yet 
doubtful, whetlter the Inefficacy of the 
Law now fubfifting neceflarily obliges 
us to provide another ; for thofe that 
declared it to be tifelef&, owned at the 
fame Time, that no Man endeavoured 
to enforce it-; fo that perhaps its only 
Defec& may be, that it will not execute 
itfelf. 

Nor though I fhould allow, that the 
Law is at prefent impeded by Difficul- 
ties which cannot be broken through, 
but by Men’of mote Spirit and Digni- 
ty than the Minifters may be inclined 
to truft with Commiflions ofthe Peace, 
yet it can only be colleSted, that an- 
ether Law is neceflary, not that the 
Law now propofed will be of any Ad- 
vantage. . 

Great Ufe has been made’ of the 
Inefficacy of the prefent Law to decry 
the Propofal made by the noble Lord 
for laying a high Duty upon thefe per- 
nicious Liquors. High Duties have 
already, as we are informed, beea 
tried without Advantage ; high Duties 
are at this Hour impofed upon thofe 
Spirits which are retailed, yet we fee 
them every Day’ fold in the Streets 
without the Payment of the’Tax re- 
quired ; and therefore it will be Folly 
to make a fecond Effay of Means 
which have been found by the Expe- 
rience of many Years unfuccefsful. 

It has been granted on all Sides in 
this Debate, nor was it ever denied on 
any other Occafion, that the Con- 
fumption of any Commodity is moft 

eafily 
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eafily to be hindered by raifing its 
Price, and its Price is to be raifed by 
the Impofition of a Duty ; this, my 
Lards, which is, I fuppofe, the Opi- 
nion of every Man, of whatever De- 
gree of Experience or Underftanding, 
appears likewife to have been thought 
by the Authors of the prefent Law ; 
and therefore they imagined, that they 
had effeétually provided againft the 
encreafe of Drankennefs by laying,up- 
on that Liquor which fhould be retail- 
ed in fimall Quantities, a Duty which 
none of the inferior Claffes of Drunk- 
ards would be able to pay. 

Thus, my Lords, they conceived, 
that they had reformed the common 
People without infringing the Plea- 
fures of others, and applauded the 
happy Contrivance by which Spirits 
were to be made dear only to the Poor, 


while every Man who could afford - 


to purchafe two Gallons was at Liber- 
ty to riot at his Eafe,-and over a full 
flowing Bumper look down with Con- 
tempt upon his former Companions, 
now ruthlefsly condemned to difcon- 
folate Sobriety, or obliged to regale 
themfelves with Liquor which did no 
fpeedy Execution upon their Cares, 
but held them for many tedious Hours 
in a languifhing Pofleffion of their 
Senfes and their Limbs. 

But, my Lords, this Intention was 
fruftrated, and the Project, ingenious 
as it was, fellto the Ground, for tho’ 
they had laid a Tax, they unhappily 
forgot, that this Tax would make no 
Addition to the Price, unlefs it was 
paid, and that it would not be paid, 
unlefs fome were impowered to collet 
It. 

Here, my Lords, was the Difficul- 
ty, thefe who made the Law were 
inclined to lay a Tax from which 
themfelves fhould be exempt; and 
therefore would not charge the Li- 
quor as it iflyed from the Still, and 
when once it was diiperfed in the 
Hands of peity Dealers, it was no 
longer to be found without the Affi- 
Nance of Informers, and Informers 
could notcarry on the Bufineis of “Per- 


_ 


fecution, without the Confent of the 
People. 

It is not neceflary to dwell any 
longer upon the Law of which the Re- 


A peal is propofed, fince it appears al- 


ready, that it failed only from a Par- 
tiglity not eafily defended, and from 
the Omiflion of what is now propofed, 
the Collection of the Duty as the Li- 
quor is diftilled. 

If this Method be followed, there 
will be no longer any need of Infer- 
mation or of any rigorous or new 
Meafures, the fame Officers that col- 
le& a fmaller Duty may levy a great- 
er, nor can they be eafily deceived 
with Regard to the Quantities that are 


C made; the Deceits, at lealt, that can be 


ufed are in Ufe already, they are fre- 
quently detected and fuppreffed, nor 
will a larger Duty enable the Diftillers 
to elude the Vigilance of the Officers 
with more Succefs. 

Againft this Propofal, therefore, the 
degen of the prefent Law can be 
no Objection; but it is urged, that 
fuch Duties would deftroy the Trade 
of diftilling, and a noble Lord has 
been pleafed to expreft great Tender- 
nefs for a Manufacture fo beneficial 
and extenfive. : 

I cannot but fometimes wonder, my 
Lords, at the amazing Variety of In- 
telleéts, which every Day — furnifhes 
fome Opportunity or other of obferv- 
ing, and which cannot but be remark- 
ed on this Occafion, whén one pro- 
duces againft a Propofal the very Ar- 
gument which another offers in its Fa- 
vour. That a large Duty levied at 
the Still would deitroy or very much 
impair the Trade of diftilling ‘is cer- 
tainly fuppefed by thofe.who defend 
it, for they propofed it only for that 
End; and what better Method can 
they propefe, when they are called 
to deliberate upon a Bill for the Pre- 
vention of the exeeflive Ufe of diitilled 
Liquors. . 

The noble Lord has been pleafed 


H kindly to inform us, that the Trade of 


diftilling is very extenfive, that it em - 
ploys great Numbers, and that they 
have 
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have arrived at exquifite Skill, and 
therefore—note well the Confequence 
—the Trade of diftilling is not to be 
difcouraged. 

Once more, my Lords, allow me to 
wonder at thedifferent Conceptions of 
different Underftandings. It appears to 
me, that fince the Spirits which the 
Diftillers produce are allowed to en- 
feeble the Limbs, and vitiate the 
Blood, to pervert the Heart, and ob- 


I am very far, my Lords, from 
thinking, that there are this Year any 
peculiar Reafons for tolerating Mur- 
der ; nor can I conceive,why the Ma- 


Anufacture fhould be held facred now, 


if it be to be deftroyed hereafter ; 
we are, indeed, defired to try how far 
this Law will operate, that we may be 
more able to proceed with due Re- 
gard to this valuable Manufafture. 
With Regard to the Operation of 


fcure the Intelleéts, that the Number 8 the ‘Law it appears to me, that it will 


of Diftillers fhould be no Argument 
in their Favour! for I never heard 
that a Law againft Theft wasrepealed 
or delayed, becaufe Thieves were 
numerous.. It appears to me, my 
Lords, that if fo formidable a Body 
are confederated againft the Virtue ‘or 
the Lives of their Fellow-citizens, it 
is time to put an End to the Havock, 
and to interpofe, while it is yet in our 
Power to ftop the Deftruction. 

As little, my Lords, am I affeéted 


‘with the Merit of the wonderful 


Skill which the Diftillers are faid to 
have attained, that it is, inmyOpinion, 
no Faculty of great Ufe to Mankind, 
to prepare palatable Poyfon; nor 
fhall I ever contribute my Intereft for 
the Reprieve of a Murderer, becaufe 
he has, by long Practice, obtained 
great Dexterity in his Trade. 

If their Liquors are fo delicious,that 
the People are tempted to their own 
Deftruction, let us at length, my 
Lords, fecure them from thefe fatal 
Draughts, by buriting the Vials that 
contain them; let us crufh, at once, 
thefe Artifts in Slaughter, who have 
reconciled their Countrymen to Sick- 
nefs and to Ruin, and fpread over the 
Pitfals of Debauchery fuch Baits as 
cannot be refifted.

The noble Lord has, indeed, ad- 


mitted, that this Bill may not be found 
fufficiently coercive, but gives us 
Hopes, that it may be improved and 
enforced another Year, and perfuades 
us to endeavour the Reformation of 
Drunkennefs by Degrees, and above 
all, to beware at prefent of hurting 
the Manufafure. 


only enrich the Government without 
reforming the People, and I believe 
there are not many of a different Opi- 
nion ; if any Diminution of the Sale 
of ‘Spirits be expected from it, it 


¢ is tobe confidered, that this Diminuti- 


on will or will not be fuch as is defired 
for theReformation of the People, if it

It is true we 
are at War with two Nations, and, 
perhaps, with more; but War may 
be better profecuted without Money 
than without Men, and we but little 


F confult the military Glory of our 


Country, if we raifeSupplies for pay- 
ing our Armies, by the Deftruction 
of thofe Armies that we are contri- 
ving to pay. 

We have heard the Neceffity of re- 
forming the Nation by Degrees urged 
as an Argument for impofing firit a 
lighter Duty, and afterwards a hea- 
vier ; this Complaifance for Wicked- 
nefs, my Lords, is not fo defenfible as 
that it fhould be bartered by Argu- 
ments in Form, and, therefore, I fhall 
only relate a Reply made by Webb, 
the noted a/ker upon a parallel Oc- 


cafion. 
This 
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This Man, who muft be remem- 
bred by many of your Lordthips, was 
remarkable for Vigour, both of Mind 
and Body, and-lived wholly upon Wa- 


ter for his Drink, and chiefly upon A paffed it, and the good Intentions of 


Vegetables for his other Suftenance ; 
he was one Day recommending his 
Regimen to one. of his iriehds who 
loved Wine, and who perhaps might 
fomewhat contribute to the Profperity 
of this /pirituous Manufafure,and urged 
him, with great Earneftnefs, to quit.a 
Courfe of Luxury by which his Health 
and his Intellects would equally be 
deftroyed. The Gentleman appeared 
convinced, and told him, that he 
would conform to his Council, and 


prevailupon the Clinabs to change 
the Security, they may continue ‘the

This Anfwer, my Lords, is appli- 
cable in the prefent Cafe ; the Nation 
is funk into the loweft State of Cor- 
ruption, the People are not only vici- 
ou: but infolent beyond Example, they 
-not orly break the Laws but deiy 


Wickedneis. 

The ready Compliance of the Cli- 
nabs, with the Meafures propofed in 
this Bill, has been mentioned here with 
a View, I fuppofe, of influencing us, 
but furely by thofe whohad forgotten 
our Independence, or réfigned their 
own. It is not only the Right, but the 
Duty of eitherHoufe to deliberate with. 
out regatd to the Determinations of the 
other, for how would the Nation receive 
any Benefit from the difiné&t Powers 


them, and‘ yet; fome of your Lord-.E that compofe the Legiflature, unlefs 


fhips are for reforming them by De- 
grees. 

I am: not .eafily perfuaded, my 
Lords, that our Minifters really intend 
to fupply the Defects that may here- 
after be difcovered in this Bill, it will 
doubtlefS. produce Money, perhaps 
much-more. than they appear to ex- 
pe& from it;.I.doubt not but the li- 
cenfed. Retailers will be more than 
fifty Thoufand, and the Quantity re- 
tailed muft encreafe with the Number 


of Retailers, As the Bill will, there- G icription the Exigencies 


fore, anfwer all the Ends intended by 
it, I donot expect to fee it alterad, 
for I have never obferved Minifters 
Cefirous-ef amending their own Er- 
rors; unlefs they are fuch as produce 
a Deficiency in the Revenue. 

Befides, my Lords, it is not cer- 
tain, that when this Fund is morgaged 
to the publick Creditors, they can 


their. Deierminations are without In- 
fluence upon each other ? if either the 
Example or Authority of the Ulinabs 
can divert us from following our own 
Convictions, we are no lcnger Part of 
the Legiflature, we have siven upour 
Honours and our Privileges, and what 
then is our Concurrence’ bit Slavery, 
or our Sulirage but an Echo? 

The only Argument therefore that 
now remains, is the Expediency of 
gratifying thofe by whole ready Sub- 
which the 
Councils of our: new Statefmen have 
brought upon us, and of continuing the 
Security by which they have been en- 
couragedio fuch liberal Contributions. 


Public's Credit, my Lords, is indeed 


H of very great Importance, but publick 


Credit can never be long fupported 
without publick Virtue, nor indeed if 
the Government could mortgage the 

Moral 
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Morals and Health of the People, 
would “it be juft or rational to confirm 
the Bargain. Ifthe Minittry can raife 
Money only by the Deftruction of 
their fellow Subjeéts; they ought to A 
abandon thofe Schemes for which the 
Money is neceflary: for what Cala- 
mity can be equal to unbounded Wick- 
ednefs ? 

But, my Lords, there is no Necef- 
fity for a Choice which may coft us or 
our Minifters fo much Regret ; for the 
fame Subfcriptions may be procured 
by an Offer of the fame Advantazes 
to a Fund of any other Kind, ‘and the 
finking Fund will eafily fupply any 
Deficience that might be fufpected in 
anether Scheme. Cc 

To confefs the Truth, I fhould feel 
very little Pain from an Account that 
the Nation was for fome Time deter- 
mined to be lefs liberal of their Con- 
tribution, and that Money was with- 
held, till it was known in what Expe- 
ditions it was to be employed, to what D 
Princes Subfidies were to be paid, 
and what Advantages were to be-pur- 
chafed by it for our Country. Ifhould 
rejoice, my Lords, to hear, that the 
Lottery, by which the Deficiencies of 
this Duty are to be fupplied, was not g 
filled, and that thePeople were. grown, 
at laft, wife enough to difcern the 
Fraud, and to prefer honeft Com- 
merce, by which all may be Gainers, 
to a Game by which the greateft 
Number muft certainly lofe, and in 
which no Man can reafonably ex- FP 
pect that he fhall be the happy Fa- 
vourite of Fortune, on whom a Prize 
fhall be conferred. 

The Letteries, my Lords. which 
former Minifters have propofed, have 
always been cenfured by thofe that 
faw their Nature and their Tenden-G 
cy; they have been confidered as I¢- 
gal Cheats, by which the Ignorant 
and‘the Rath are defrauded, and the 


Subt!e and Avaricious often enriched ; 
they have been allowed to divert the 
People from ‘Trade, and to clicnate H 
them from ufeful Induftry. A Man 


who is ‘uneafy in his Circumnces, 


@2G idle in ilects 


the Remains of his Fortune, and buys 
Tickets in a Lottery, retires from 
Bufinefs, indulges himfelfin Lazinefs, 
and waits, in fome obfcure Place, the 
Event. of his Adventure. Another, 
inftead of employing his Stock in a 
Shop or a Ware-houfe, rents a Gar- 
ret ina private Street, and makes it 
his Bufinefs, by falfe Intelligence, and 
chimerical Alarms, to raife and fink 
the Price of Tickets alternately, and 
takes Advantage of the Lies which he 
has himfelf invented. 

Such, my Lords, is the Traffick 
that is produced by this Scheme of 
raifing Money, nor were thefe Incon- 
veniences unknown to the prefent Mi- 
nifters in the Time of their Predecef- 
fors, whom they never failed to per- 
fue with the loudeft Clamours, when- 
ever the Exigencies of the Govern- 
ment reduced them to a Lottery, 

If I, my Lords, might prefume to 


. recommend to our Minifters the moft 


probable Method of raifing a large 
Sum for the Payment cf the Troops 
of the Ele€torate, I ffiould, inftead of 
the Tax and Lottery now: propofed, 
advife them to eftablith a certaisl Num- 
ber of licenfed Wheel-barrows, on 
which the laudable Trade of Thim- 
ble‘and Button might be carried on 
for the Support of “the War, and 
Shoe-Boys might contribute to the 
Defence of the Heufe of Auriffa, by 
raffing for Apples. 

Having now, my Lords, exami- 
ned, “with the utmoft. Candour, all . 
the Reafons which have béen offered 
in Defence of the Bill; I cannot con- 
ceal the Refult of my Enquiry. The 
Arguments «have had fo little Effed 
upon my Underftanding, that as eve- 
ty Man judges of others by himfelf, 
T cannot believe that they have any 
Infidence, even upon thofe ‘that offer 
them ; and, therefore, I am convin- 
ced, that this Bill muft be the Refult 
of Confitlerations which have beén 
hitherto concealed; and! is intendéd 
to promote Defigns which are never 
to be difcovered’ by the Authors 
before their Execution. 

With 
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With Regard to thefe Motives and 
Defigns, however artfully concealed, 
every Lord inthis Affembly is yet at 
Liberty to offer his Conjectures ; and, 
therefore, © fhall venture to lay. be- 
fore you what has arifen in my Mind, 
without pretending to have difcovered 


abfolute Certainty, what fuch accom- . 


plithed Politicians have endeavoured 
to conceal. 

When I confider, my Lords, the 
Tendency of this Bill, I find it calcu- 


lated only fer the Propagation of Dif-. 


eafes, the Suppreflion of Induftry, and 


the Deftruction of Mankind, I find it. 


the moft fatal Engine that ever was 
pointed at a People, an Engine by, 
which thofe who are not killed will be 
difabled, and thofe who preferve their 
Limbs. will be deprived of their Senfes. 

This Bill therefore appears to be 
defigned only to. thin the Ranks of 
Mankind, and to difburthen the World, 
of the Multitudes that inhabit it, and 
is. perhaps the-ftrongeft Proof.of poli- 
tical Sagacity that our new Minifers 
have yetexhibited. They well know, 
my Lords, that.they are univerfally 
detefted,and that wherever a Liliputi- 
an is dettroyed, they are freed from an 


Enemy ; they have therefore opened g 


the Flood-gates of Gin upon the Nati- 
on, that when it is lefs numerous, it 
may be more eafily governed. 

Other Mmifters, my Lords, who 
had not attained to fo great a Know- 
ledge in the Art of making War up- 


en theirCountry, when they found their F 


Enemies .clamorous and bold, ufed to 
awe them with Profecutions and Penal- 
ties, or deitroy them like Burglars with 
Prifons and with Gibbets. . But every 
Age, my Lords, produces fome Im- 
provement, and every Nation, however 
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may efcape the Reproach of deftroy- 
ing their Enemies, by inciting them to 
deitroy themfelves. 

This. new Method may, indeed, 
have upon different Conttitutions a dif- 
ferent Operation, it may deftroy the 
Lives of fome, and the Senfes of 
others, but either of thefe Effects will 
anfwer the Purpofes of the Miniftry, | 
to whom it is indifferent, . provided 
the Nation becomes infenfible, whe- 
ther Peftilence or Lunacy prevails 
among them. Either Mad or Dead, 
the greateft Part of the People muft 
quickly be, or there is no Hope of the 
Continuance of the prefent Mintftry. 

For this Purpofe, my Lords, what 


c could have been invented more effi- 


caciousthan an Eftablifhment of a cer- 
tain Number of Shops, at which Poy- 
fon may be vended, Poyfon fo pre- 
pared as to pleafe the Palate, while it 
wattes the Strength, and to kill only by 
Intoxication. From the firft Inftant that 


D any of the Enemies of the Miniftry 


fhall grow clamorous and turbulent, a 
crafty Hireling may lead him to the 
minifterial Slaughter-houfe, and ply 
him with their wonder- working Liquor, 
tillhe isnolongerableto fpeak or think ; 
and, my Lords, no Man can be more 
agreeable to our Minifters than he that 
can neither fpeak nor think, except 
thofe who fpeak without thinking. 
But, my Lords, the Minifters ought 
to reflect, that though all the People 
of the prefent Age are their Enemies, 
yet they have made no Trial of the 
‘Temper and Inclinations of Pofterity_; 
our Succeflors may be of Opinions 
very different from ours, they may 
perhaps approve of Wars on the Conti- 
nent, while our Plantations are infulted 
and our Trade obftructed, they may 


.degenerate, gives birth at fome happy G think the Support of the Houle 


Period of Time to Men of great and 
interprifing Genius. It is our For- 
tune to be Witnefles of a new Difco- 
very in Politics, we may congratulate 


of Aurifia of more Importance to us 
than our own: Defence, and may 
perhaps fo far differ from their Fa- 
thers, as toimagine the Treafures of 


ourfelves upon. being Contemporaries; Lilliput very properly employed in 


with thofe Men, who have fhewn 
that Hangmen and Halters are unne- 
teflary in a State, and that Miniiters 


fupporting the ‘T'reops and encreafing 
ppt :=) z. ‘D 
the Splendor of a foreign Eleftorate. 


Since therefore it will not be denied 


by 
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by our Miniftets, that the Affection 
and Gratitude of Pofterity may attone 
for theObftinacy, Blindneis,andMalice, 
of the prefent Age; fince thofe Mea- 
{ures which ate mow) uni' cen- 
futed, may at fome diftant ‘Time be 
praifed with equal Unanimity. Why, 
mty Lords, fhould they extend their 
Ven to the fucceeding Genera- 
tion, why fhould they endeavour to 
torture their Limbs with Pains, and 
load their Lives with the Guilt of their 
Parents, why thould they hinder that 
Tradeto which they muft owe all the 
Comforts which Plenty affords, why 
fhould they endeavour to intercept 
their Exiftence, or fuffer them te exift 
only to be wretched ? 
if Lmay once more declaremy Sen- 
timents, my. Lords, [believe the Mi- 
nifters do not fo much with to debili- 
tate the Bodies as the Underftandings 
of Poftérity, nor fo ardently defire a 
Race of Cripples as of Fools. For 
Cripples, my Lords, can make no 
Figure at a Review, nor ftrut ina red 
Coat with: a tolerable Grace; but 
Fools are known by long Experience 
to be~>the: principal Support of an 
Army, fince they are the only Per- 
fons who are willing to pay it! 
Whatever, my Lords, be the true 

Reafons for which this Billisfo warm- 
ly pronioted, I think, they ought, at 
leaft, to be deliberately examined ; and 
therefore cannot think it confiftent with 
our Regard for the Nation to fuffer it 
to be: precipitated into a Law. The 
Year, my’ Lords, is not fo far advanc- 
ed as that Supplies may not be raifed 
by fome other Method, if this fhould 
be rejeG&ted ; nor do I think, that we 
ought to confent to this, even though 
our Refufal fhould hinder the Supplies, 
fince we have no Right,for the Sake of 
any Advantage, however ceftain or 
great, to wo all the Laws of Hea- 
ven and Earth, to doom Thoufands to 
Deftruétion, and to fill the Exchequer 
with the Price of the: Lives of our Fel- 
low-fubjeés. 

Let us therefore, my Lords, not 
fuffer ourfelves to be driven forward

D tual, fince I am confident not one of 
them will fo far contradi& his own 
Doéirine as to vate for a Bill which 
gives a Sanction to one Vice, and mi- 
nifters Opportunities and Temptations 
to all others, and which, if it be not

F Y Have attended for a long Time to 
I the noble Lord, not without fome 
egree of Uneafinefs, as I think the 
Manner in which he has treated the 
eftion neither confiitént with the 
Dignity of thisAflembly,nor with thofe 
Rules which ought to b¢ ever venera- 
ble, the great Rules of Reafon and 
Humanity. Yet being now arrived 
ata Time of Life in which the Paff- 
ons grow calm,and Patience éafily pre- 
vails over any fudden Difguit or: Per- 
turbation, I forbore to diiconcert hin, 
Hthough I have known dnterruption 
produced-by muoh flighter Frovocati- 
ons, F 
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It. is, my Lords, in my Opinion, a 
jaf Maxim, that our Deliberations can 
receive very little Affiftance from Mer- 
riment and Ridicule, and that: Truth 
is feldom difcovered by thofe who-are 
chiefly folicitous to ftart aJeft. 'To con- 
vince the Underftanding and to tickle 
the Fancy,-are Purpofes very different, 
and muft be promoted by:. different 
Means; nor is he always’to imagine 
himfelf fuperior in the Difpute,.who is 
applauded with the loudeft Laugh. 

To Jaugh, my Lords, and to en- 
deavour to. communicate ‘the /fame 
Mirth to others, when great Affairs 
are to be confidered, is certainly to ne- 
glect the End for which we are affem- 
bled, and the Reafons, for which the 
Privilege of debating was: originally 
granted us. For doubtlefs, my Lords, 
our Honours and our Power were’ not 
conferred upon us, that we might be 
merry with the better Grace,orthat we 
might meet at certain Times to divert 
ourfelves with turning the great Af- 
fairs of the Nation to Ridicule.

They may 
themfelves offend the Law by fome 
other Parts of their Conduét, and may 
be unwilling to provoke an Infpection 
into their own Aétions, by betraying 
officioufly the Faults of their Neigh- 
bours; or they may be influenced by 
immediate Terrors, and expe to be 
hunted to Death by the Rage of the 
Populace. 

All thefe Confiderations may be 
urged againft the only Suppofition that 
has been made, with any fhow of Rea- 
fon, in favour of the Bill ; and of thefe 
various Circumftances fome one. or 
other will almoft always be found. 
Every Man will have either Fear or 
Pity, becaufe almoft every good’ Man 
is inclined to Compaffion, and every 
wicked Man is in danger from the 
Law ; and I do not fee any Reafon for 
imagining that the People will tolerate 
Informers more willingly now.than in 
the late Years. 

But fuppofe it fhould be granted, 
tho’ it cannot be certain, and has not 
yet been fhewn to be probable, that 
the clandeftine Trade will be inter- 
rupted. I am not able to follow thefe 


in the Decifion of the Queftion, nor aan 
fee that the Confumption of fpirituous 
Liquors will be made_lefs. 

et us examine, my Lords, the Pre- 
mifes aud the Confequences . together, 
without fuffering our Attention to be 
led aftray by ufelefs Digreffions. Spirits 
will be now fold-only with. Lament! 
therefore. lefs; will be fold . than. when 
it was fold only by Stealth! 


gp Surely, my Lords, fuch Arguments 


will not much influence this Aflem- 
bly... Why, my Lords, fhould lef 
be bonght siow than formerly? It is 
not denied, that there will be in every 
Place a licenfed Shop where Drunk- 
ards may. riot.in Security,.and what 
can bemere inviting to’: Wretches who 
place in Drunkennefs their utmott 
Felicity ? If ,.you fhould. favourably 
fuppofe no more to be fold, yet. why 
fhould thofe who. now buy any fu 
fed Quantity, buy lefs. when she 
eftraint is taken away ? 

If it be urged, that the prefent 
Law does in Reality impofe no Re- 
ftraint, the intended Act will make 
no Alteration. There is no real Prohi- 
bition now, there will be no nominal 
Prohibition hereafter; aad therefore 
the Law will only produce, what its 
Advocates ex from it, an yearly 
Addition to the Revenue of the Go- 
vernment. But, my Lords, let us at laft

State arifes from the 
Number of its People; uninhabited 
Dominions are an empty Show, and 
ferve only to encumber the Nation to 
which they belong, they Jare a Kind 
of pompous Ornaments which muft be 
thrown away in ‘lime of Danger, and 
equally unfit for Refiftance and Re- 
treat. 

n the prefent War, my Lords, if 
the Numbers of our People were e- 
qual to that of the two Nations againft 
which we are engaged, the Narrow- 
ne(s of our Dominions would give us 
a .refiftlefs Superiority, as we have 


fewer Polts to defend, we might fend C 


moie Forces to attack our Enemies, 
who mutt be weak in every Part, be- 
caule they mutt be difperfed to a very 
great Extent. The Torrent of War as 
a Fleod of Water is only violent while 
it.is confined, but lofes its Force as it 
is more diffuled. 

In Confequence of this Maxim, my 
Lords, it is propofed, that becaufe 
we are at War againit. two mighty 
Powers, we fhall endeavour to deftroy 
by Spirits at Home thofe who cannot 
fall by.the Sword of the Enemy, and 
that we endeavour to hinder the Pro- 
duction of another Generation ; for it 
is well known, my Lords, and has in 
this Debate been univerfally allowed, 
that the prefent Practice of drinking 
Spirits will not only deftroy the pre- 
fent Race but debilitate the next. 

This furely, my Lords, is a Time 
at. which we ought very ftudioufly to 
waich over the Prefervation of thofe 
Lives which we are not compelled to 
expofe, and endeavour to retrieve the 
Lofles of War by encouraging In- 
duilry, ‘Temperance, and Sobriety. 

Another Pyinciple of Government 
which the Wifdom of our Progenitors 
eftabluhed, was to fupprefs Vice with 
the utmoit Diligence; for asVice mutt 
always produce Mifery to thofe whom 
it infeéts, and Danger to thofe who 
are confidered as its Enemies, it is 
egntrary to the End of Government ; 
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ana the Government which encourages 
Vice is neceflarily labouring for its own 
Deftruction: for the Good will not 
fupport it, becaufe they are not bene- 
fited by it, and the wicked will betray 
it, becaufe they are wicked, 

How little then, my. Lords, do our 
fagacious Politicians underitand their 
own Inteteft by promoting Drunk- 
ennefs and Luxury, of which the 
natural Train of Confequences are 
Idlenefs, Neceffity, Wickednefs, De- 
{peration, Sedition and Anarchy! how 
little do they underftand what it is 
that gives Stability to the Fabrick of 
our Conftitution, if they imagine it 
can long ftand, when it is not fup- 
ported. by Virtue, 

In Confequence of thefe Maxims, 
another may be advanced, that all 
Trades, which tend to impair either 
the Health or Virtue of the People, 
fhould be interdiéted ;. for fince the

the Number and the Happinefs of the 
People, no Trade deferves to be cul- 
tivated, which does not contribute to 
the one or the other; for the End of 
Trade as of all other human Attempts 
is the Attainment of Happineis. 

If any Trade that conduces not to 
the Happinefs of the Community by 
encreafing either the Number or the 
Virtue of the People, be induftrioufly 
cultivated, the Legiflature ought to 
fupprefs it ; if any Manufacture that 
adminilters Temptations to Wicked- 
nefs be flourifhing and extenfive, it has 
already been too long indulged ; and 
the. Government can attone for its 
Remifinefs only by rigorous Inhibiti- 
on, fevere Profecutions, and vigilant 
Enquiries.

figned them. On this Oecafion, who 
dare fa,, that H s betray’d either 
Puli lanimity or Want of Difcipline or 
Condu@? But cthefe Motions may be 
reckon’d falucary, if compared to the 
March to Afchaffenburg, which was not 
of my Projecticn. His M — y had noe 
been many Days there, before he pr.ceie 
ved the Imprudence of moviag th.cher, 
without {.curing the Navigerivs a he 
R:ver, by which alone the Arm. could 
hope to be fupplied. Scarcity and Dane 
ating, 3% 
was natural tor him aad for us oll, to 
fhew foe Refentment tu the (S.p. 33) 
Authors of the Met/on, which caufed our 
Diftrefs; and hence arofe a Referve on 
one Sice aad a fuilen Haughtinefs on the 
other. Ir being refulved to re:reat from 
Ajchafenburg to Hanas, the E——h, 28 
eutiticd to the Pott o: Honour, had the 
Lead of theArmy, tie Aufirians tollowed, 
and the Rear was tie Pott naturally and 
neceflarily afligned to us.. And had noc 
M. de Noailles’s Scheme been difcuncerted 
by M. Grammont’s Rathnefs, the Rear 
had infallibly been the P. & of moft Dan. 
ger and H nour. (See Vol. XIII. p. 480N) 

M. de Noailles forefaw that we could 
not venture to leave a fufficient Body of 
Troops t» guard the Bridge and River 
at Afchafeakenrg ; he knew we could 
not weaken our fmall Army by fucha 
Separation, and therefore refolved, that 
his moit powerful Efforts fhould be from 
Afchafenburg on our Rear. This Difpo- 
fition on the Side of the French was na- 
tural; for the Nature of che Ground in 
the Front was fach, that at Dettingen 
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A Letter frim an Hanoverian Officer. Bt 


13,000 or 20,000 Men were full enough 
to anfwer their Purpofe, inftead of wea- 
kening the Rear therefore, it was ftreng- 
thesed by Part of the Englifh Guards: 
Nor weu'd this Precaut:on have been un- 
neceflary, had not M. Grammont broke 
every Meafure concerted by his General. 
Befides the Groucd in the Front between 
the Mountains and River, was fo narrow 
that the English and zAuftrians could 
f{carce be drawn up upon it roAdvantace. 
Where then could the iarge Body of Ha- 


noverian Cavalry, eagerly preflid to be p 


drawn from the Front to ftrengthen the 
Rear, be piaced? So that we were nct, 
where the Action was warmell, becaufe 
it was judged, it would be warmefe 
where we were; bur we had cus fhare 
of it, as may be known by the Number 
of our killed and wounded, and our Ar- 
tillery was of infinite Ufe to the Englifh.c 
Tho’ M. Grammont by quitting the 
Ground his T:0:ps had been pofted upon, 
gave the E——/h all the Advantage they 
could wifh for ; yet fo very furious was 
the Attack of the French Cavalry, that it 
put the whole L‘ne into fuch Confufion, 
that had the French Foot feconded the 


Bravery of their Horie, and had not the p 


Aufirians fesfonably ard courageoufly in- 
terpofed, ’tis thought .the Ccnfeguence 
had_ been fatal, not only to that Army, 
but the Caufe of Liberty. In the Begin- 
ning, the Rear, was agreed to be the 
Poft of moft Danger ; and after it be- 
came otherwife by M. Grammont’s Teme-

tho’ rhe Action was warmeft in the Front, 
the killed and wounded near his facred 
Perfon, are Proofs of his not being out 
of Danger.

lers prove, that the Civil Lift is infaffici- 
ent to feed their Corruption ? © ’Tis plain, 
therefore, that no Part of the Civil Lift 
could be f{pared, to be tranfported to us. . 
If then (as we are debarr’d all Benefits 
from Imployments by the Act of Settles 
ment) we can have no Englifh Money, 
uniefs it be out of the Cail Lif, our 
Country is necefiarily acquitted of being 
richer by the Acceflion, and England of 
being a Money Province to Hanover. (See

The Truth is, cur late Sovereign want 
ed not Englifh Money for the Purchafe of

and that is, by means of the Navigation

Citizen ; and with which fach an Idea of 
Honour was connef&ted, that he was 
efteem’d the Nobleft, who had obtained 
the greateft Nimber of them: On the

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Nay, to fuch a Length, did the ae. 
complifh’d Athenians carry this national 
Concern for each other, that they ex- 
tended it to che dead Bodies of their Slain: 
And when one of their Generals fuf- 
fered them to lye uxtbury’d, they did not 
think Vi@ory irfelf an Aronement for his 
Negle& ; but received him with Cenfure 
inftead of Applaufe. 

What Indignation, would it have caus’d 
at Athens, or at Rome, for a General to 
have revers'd this fage and falutary Prine 
ciple? To have pleaded a Tenderneft for 
the Enemy, in Fxcule for not purfuing 
them, when routed and fying betore his 
own victorious Troops? To have ran 
away in the Night, from this routed E- 
nemy, only becaufe he was fatigued and 
wanted to take his Repofé; leaving his 
Sick and Wounded, at the Mercy of the 
{sid Enemy ? And to have fenr, next Day, 
a fupplicating Meffage, recommending 
them co the Grace and Clemency of thofe, 
whom he had, before, fo abfurdly {par’dé ? 

In the degenerate and corrupt State of 
Rome, indeed, when its Virtue had been 
loft in its Succefs, and the Wealth of the 
Vanquifh’d had enflav’d the Vidor, fach’ 
grots Fiatterers did even their Senate bee 
come, that they gave their Sanétioa to 
Caligula’s Cockle-Shell Triumph, and pa- 
tiencly fubmitred to do the Drudgery of 
his Minifiry, when a Horfe was Confal. .

This Contempt, e fays, has been, in 

a great Meafure, cccali:ned by the Wri- 

tings of fome Men of Learning abroad, 

of unguettionable Abilities, as Daille, 

Bayle, Bayrébarac and Le Clere (which 


y {at he might have omitted) who have 


been confidered as a kind of Di€ators iu 
Learning, vefted with a Power of proe 
feribing whom they plezfed. Bur Men 
of good Senfe and great Candcur have 

always 
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always. treated fuch exorbitant Power as 
unjuft, becaufe ic is unreafonable, and 
tends plainly to fubvert true Science, by 
circumf{cribing that Freedom of Thought 
which is every Man’s natural Right. 


It is a dircét Contradi@ion to their A 


own Principles ; for if they thought it 
right to combat rhe univerfal Authority 
of thefe antient Writers, when they un- 
dercook to point out their Defects, it fol- 
lows that every Man of Learning and 
good Sehfe has the fame Right to exa- 
mine their Cenfures ; a Right that ought 
never tobe given up. 
Charges brought by our modern great 
Men againft the Chriftian Fathers, tnis is 
one ot the higheft; that by difcouraging 
the Reading Heathen Authors in Deience 
of Paganifm, they have cccafioned the 
Lofs of many valuable Works, from 
whence the learned World might receive 
on Benefit: Admitting ths, which 
however, might be juitly queftioned, it 
furnifhes the ftrongelt Argument in the 
World againft the Practice which they 
have introduced, of treating the Chriftian 
Fathers with Contempt, and thereby 
hindering Men of Senfe and Learning 
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of Ged feems fufficient to overturn the 
Notion of the Fathers endeavouring to 
bury antient Learning in Oblivion; fince, 
there is more Heathen Divinicy preferved 
in it, than in almoft any other Book that 
can be mentioned, 

It is evident, chat the two Sorts of 
Writing, which have bsen moft admired 
amongit the Moderns, were derived ‘rom 
thefe Writers, which are now treated 
with fo much undeferved Reproach. The 
firft is colleGting detached Thoughts on 
feveral Literary Subje&ls into Volumes; 
which the Writers in the Sixteenth Cen« 
tury ftiled Adverfaria ; and which, fince 
the Publication of the Scaligeriana, have 
taken another Form. Thefe are appa- 
rently borrowed from the Stromata. of 
Clemens Alexandrinus, who has therein 
preferved not only a great Number of 
juft and curious Obfervations of his own, 
but many valuable Fragments of Anti 
quity, which muft have been otherwife 
loft to Pofterity. The other Kind of 
Wiiting is, that of fele@ing the beft 
Authors in the Manner of a Literary Jour- 
nal, which, if [am not much miliaken, 
was fuggtited by che learned Patriarch 


from becoming acquainted with many ,) Photius. 


excellent Things to be met with there. 

For, there is hardly any Kind of Wri- 
ting, of eftablilhed Credit in the Repub- 
licof Lecters, in which fome or other of 
the antienc Fathers have not excelled; 
particularly in their Manner of writing 
Dialogue, in which few or none of the 
Moderns have fucceeded. 
Minutius Felix, a very early Chriftian 
Writer, has dittinguithed himfelt to great 
Advantage, and laying all Regaid to Re- 
ligion out of the Cafe, his Offavius is as 
juft, as elegant, and as corre& a Perform 
ance as aimoft any we have in that Way, 
and is aremarkable Proof, not only of 
the Learning and Capacity, but of the F 
Author’s abfolute Impartiality and Freee 
dom cf M'nd4.

us upon other Subjects.

Ule to enable us to obferve what pafled 
in the Harbour, of which we daily re- 
ceived Accounts from the abovementio- 
ned Ships, or from our fmall Parties ;

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It is alleged, and even entered in the 
Admiral’s Joyrral by Order, that the 
Breach in the Caftle was enlarged by the 
Fire from the Fieet. Some Ships were 
ordered, it feems, againft the Admiral’s 
Judgment, to cannonade the Caltle of 
Baca-Chica;--and: the- Enemy’s Shigs, 
which «guarded ‘the Mouth of the Har- 
bour ; but were obliged to drop Anchor 
at fo great a Diftance, that their Shor 
had litrls or no Effet. And after having 
fuffered canfiderably from the Enemy’s 
Fire, the Admiral fene them Orders to B 
retire; and‘ in Faét, the Breach was 
not touched by one fingle Ball, fuch of 
the Shot as reach’d the Curtain, and the , 
Face of the weftern Baltion, made litrle 
more than a flight Impreflion, and fell 
into the Ditch; and our Men of War 
(their Guns not carrying fo far as the 
Spanifh) could do little or no Damage to 
the Enemy’s Shipping, which, began to 
be made very uneafy by the red-hot Balls . 

What is 
therefore aliedged, that no Guns cf 
our Battery could be brought to bear

Were the Bertha perfe€t Sphere, all the Me- 
tidians would be Circles; confequen'ly every 
Degree of the Meridian, like the Degrecs of 
a Circle, would be equal; and every Line, 
ftanding at right Angles, with (or upright upon) 
the Meridian, would (if continued inwards) 
meet atthe Center. The French King’s Aftio~ 
nomers, by aéivally micafuring ‘a Degree of the 
Meridian, in the South of France, and the fame

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Gentlemen meafuring a Degree of the Meridi- 
an at the polar Circle, found the latter exceeded 
the former by 255 Toifes; making the Earth 
an oblate Spheroid, or like'a flat Turnip, con- 
firming what was before laid down by Sir Ifaac 
Newton, viz. That the equatorial (Diameter 
exceeded the Axis by 34 Engle Miles. 

This being known, the Difference of a De-

GERMANY. 

" ‘The real State of this Empire cannot be 
difcovered till the Spring, in which it 
will appear with what Saccefs the Ar- 
mies of each Power have proceeded in 
their Negotiations, and what Alliarces 
have been formed in Favour of the Em- 
peror or the Aufrians. At prefent, each 
Party bzafts of its Intereft, and appears 
defirous to be thought mot powerful. 
The K. of Poland feems inclined to Neu- 
trality, between whom and the Q. of 
Hungary a Treaty is {aid to be concluded, 
on Condition, that what Troops he (hall 
farnifh, fhall not be employ’d againit the 
Emperor of Germany, the King of France 
or Spain. The K. of Pruffia is courted on 
all Sides, but probably very little trufted.

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FOREIGN LITERARY ARTICLE. 


Une Lettre fur la Chronologie, &e. A Letter 
on Chronology from M. Gibert to ****, 14 
Pages in 4to. .Amfterdam, 1743. 


O explain the high Dates of the Baty- 

lonian. and the Afgyptian Antiquities, 
M. Gibert lays down this Principle, that the 
Ancients ufed indifcriminately. the Word 
Year, to. denote the entire Revolution of any 
Planet round the Heavens ; which, he fays, is ex- 
prefsly afferted by Macrobius and other Authors. 

We read in Diodorus Siculus, Plutarch, Pro- 
cles and St Auguftin, That by a Year was de- 
noted the Space not only of seve/ve, but of two, 
three, four or fix Months. As she Word Year, 
therefore, properly and originally fignifies no 
more than a Revolution, we may eafily per- 
ceive how it becomes equivocal, when th: 

cies of Revolution; is not expreffed. 

Thus the Term of 473000 Years which the 
Chaldeans, according to Diodorus Siculus, rec- 
koned from their ftudying Aftronomy down to 
Alexander, he reduces to a Space of Time com- 
prized within the known Terms of the Dura- 
tion of the World, by fuppofing that thefe 
Yéars can be no other than Days, which make 
3297 of our folar Years, and about g Months. 
This is, preeifely the Number of Years which 
Euxfebius reckons fince the Difcoveries of At- 
Jas, in Aftronomy, till the Expedition of Alex- 
ander into Afia. M. Gibert thews, by other 
Proofs, that the Reduétion which he propofes 
in this Calculus, agrees exaétly with Hiftory. 

This happy Conjeture gives him Occafion 
to make a very fingular Obfervation, and 
which may probably, /ays be, ‘* ferve to recon- 
ciJe the py a Hiftory with our own. After 
reading the learned Differtation of M: Freret, 
on the Chinefe Chronology, we can no longer 
doubt, that the Epocha of Yao, (or Yau) one of the 
fist Emperors of China, thowld te placed at 


the Year 2145 or 2147 before Chrif. kt is 
under the Epocha of Céqwen-Yo, which .b:gan 
150 Years before that of Yao, that the Ciy- 
nefe place their firft aftronomical Obfervation, 
and the Compofition of their famous Kalender ; 
(SeeDeferipticn of China in Folio. Vol. 1. p.14%,) 
for the Epecha of the aftronomical Obferva- 
tions of the Chaldeans precifely falls in. with 
the Reign of this Prince. For, if the Chinefe, 
like all other Nations, cam= out from the Plains 
of Sennaar, they, without doubt, could not 
preferve a more diftinguifhed Mark than that 
of fixing their Afronomy - as high as 
that Epocha which thofe mark’d who firft ob- 
ferved the Courfe of the Stars ia thefe famous 
Plains.”’ 

He next comes to the Calculus of the Baty- 
donians, mentioned by Clemens of Alexandrt2, 
from the firft Book of Berofus, where this Hi- 
ftorian fays, that for upwards of 150,000 Years 
were very carefully kept, at Baby/oa, hiftorigal 
Memoirs of all the Tranfactions which hag- 
pened in fo longa Track of Time. If thele 
Years be reduced to Days, this brings us to the 
true an@ inconteftable Epocha’s. In likeManner 
the 30,000 Years which the <Zgyprtians afcribe 
to the Reign of the Sun, which isthe fame with 
that of Fofepb, being reduced to Days are no 
more than 80 Years, which the Scriptures fay 
wasthe Time of the Miniftsy of this Patriarch 
in Aigypt. Thus the 1300 Years and upwards, 
which fome reckgn fret Menes till Nettbocris, 
are no more thar Yearsconfifting of fix Meaths, 
reduced to 663 Julian Years, which the Canon 
of Evatoftbenes’s Theban K,ings places between 
thefe two Reigns, and the.2936 Years which 
Dicearchys reckons from Sefoffris till the fir 
Olympiad are no other than Years of 3 Months, 
that are reduced to 734 Years, which the Mar- 
ble Tables of Paros reckon trom Sefsfris till the 
Beginning of the Olympiads.
